Question 1 Who or what is God? 

Answer 1:- The creator of all and everything, Omnipresent, Omniscient, Omnipotent, 
Knowledge provider, unaffected by space-time or any other constraints, not influenced 
by worldly experiences like sufferings, duties & their results, tendencies, etc., can be 
said be God. Qualities of God are so numerous; it is very difficult to describe them in 
a question-answer session. To get a fair idea about this and detailed description of 
qualities of God, please refer to the first chapter (named God) of the book “Light of 
Truth” (Satyarth Prakash) by Maharshi Dayananda Saraswati. 

Question 2:- Did God create Vedas? 

Answer 2:- Yes. 

Question 3:- Was it essential to make Vedas for Hindus, for their betterment & 
existence? 

Answer 3:- God created Vedas for all humans, not just Hindus. 

Question 4:- Is there any language of God? Is it necessary to be Sanskrit 
(Samskrutam)? 

Answer 4:- Yes. Vedic language is the God given language. It is not Sanskrit 
(Samskrutam). 

Question 5:- If God created Vedas, why can’t create Quran & Bible? 

Answer 5:- As it was not necessary. 

Question 6:- When all creation is done by God, how it can be claimed that only Veda 
is created by God? 

Answer 6:- Nobody claimed that only Veda is created by God. If at all anyone says 
so, it is wrong. 

Question 7:- Is there any possibility for selfishness in God worship? 

Answer 7:- No. Selfishness is purely an individual issue. How is it possible to have 
selfishness in God worship?

“Arshanadam” (the only Vedic-Philosophical magazine in Malayalam, an Indian 
classical language). This magazine was founded in 1970 by late (Acharya) Narendra 
Bhooshan, a great Vedic scholar, linguist, orator, writer and publisher. He 
singlehandedly managed to write, print, publish and distribute this magazine, without 
any financial motives, till the time of his demise in 2010, for 40 long years! He 
dedicated his life to spread Vedas to all, irrespective of caste-creed-colour-gender 
discriminations. He wrote more than 100 books related to Vedic subjects; delivered 
more than 4000 speeches in temples, churches, mosques, public gatherings on 
various Vedic subjects. 

This is a humble attempt to transfer the immense knowledge in Vedas, in simpler terms 
(as far as possible), to the ordinary people, who are not initiated to Vedas, same as I 
got from (Acharya) Narendra Bhooshan. As there are immerse calculative and mass 
misinterpretations about meaning of Veda (which itself mean knowledge), this is a very 
humble initiative by a person, who is a follower of Acharyaji, not a Vedic scholar. All 
Vedic scholars forgive me for this inefficient, immature & inadequate attempt. After 
getting fed up with stupid arrogance & misinterpretation of Western scholars like Max 
Muller, Griffith, Keith, William Moniar, etc., it was Maharshi Dayananda Saraswati 
through Acharyaji, taught me what really are Vedas. There are too much to learn, but 
can’t help sharing what I understood. 
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
